Exactly how many students will be on 
hand, however will 
not be known for 
days if not weeks 
Elsewhere also education is where the 
action is: La Punsima Catholic School 
opens on Wednesday with 230 students, 
eight teachers and a principal; Lompoc 
Adult School opens on Sept. 10; and 
Allan Hancock College's Lompoc Center 
opens classes at Hapgood School and 
Lompoc and Cabrilio Huh Schools on 
Sept 16. 
Key decisions affecting ii»e public 
schools were being made as late as last 
week.

Tuesday, 
the 
school 
board 
approved 
virtually 
the 
same 
time 
schedule as last year for opening and 
closing hours in the individual schools, 
thus delaying consideration of any 
action to offset a possible national 
daylight savings time program Most 
notable exception to last year’s schedule 
is an 8:15 a.m. starting time for Lompoc 
Junior High School, 10 minutes earlier. 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan coped 
with last minute staff changes Eight or 
nine new teachers — only a small 
fraction of the new teacher force in 
previous years — were on hand for a 
welcoming luncheon Tuesday. A couple 
more teachers were hired the next day.

Funeral services for youth baseball 
adviser Roscoe Owens Etheridge, 60, 
victim of a gunshot wound last week are 
scheduled 'Hiursday, 3 p.m. in the chapel 
of Gregory-McPeek Mortuary.

Cemetery in Enterprise, Miss., near the 
home in Jackson where he was born on 
May 5,1914 
Meanwhile the 
man’s son, Owen 
Gerry Etheridge, 16, remained in Santa 
Barbara County Juvenile Hall, charged 
with murder. 
Police 
say

Etherdige has 
admitted firing the shot from a .22 
caliber rifle that killed his father last 
Tuesday afternoon in the backyard of 
the family home at 1106 W. Nectarine 
Ave. and then burying the body m a 
shallow grave, 15 miles southeast of 
Lompoc 
Police say Lois June Etheridge, wife 
of the victim and mother of the youthful 
suspect, was working at the time and 
was not aware of the family tragedy 
until 
her 
son 
broke 
down 
under 
questioning Friday afternoon 
Lompoc 
Det. 
Mel 
Ramos 
said 
Etheridge said he “ committed the act 
that killed" his father. The youth led 
detectives to the gravesite, atop a hill 
off Santos Road, Friday arriving at 
about 4:30 p.m. Ironically the grim 
gravesite was only a short distance from 
the county park where personnel from 
Lompoc 
Sheriff’s 
Substation 
were 
holding their annual barbecue. 
An investigator described the grave as 
about 64 inches long, 16 inches deep and 
23 inches wide The body was apparently 
covered with earth, but there was little 
effort 
to 
camouflage 
the 
site. 
Investigators said Etheridge died from 
a single gunshot in the head 
A .22 
caliber rifle was found in the home. 
Etheridge apparently tmasported his 
father's body to the grave in a pickup 
truck. A family friend, Jim Howard told 
police young Etheridge was seen leaving 
his 
home 
in 
the 
early 
afternoon 
Tuesday, 
the apparent day of the 
shooting 
Police would not reveal details of the 
tragedy that would indicate a motive for 
the shooting or the events leading to the 
shooting. 
P o lice 
were 
busy 
reconstructing the course of action of 
young Etheridge from the time of the 
shooting and thereafter, but would not 
disclose details. It was learned from a 
reliable source, however, that young 


Etheridge went to Lompoc High School,

relative to the opening day of school that 
at that point was less than a week away. 
Mrs. 
Etheridge 
filed 
a 
missing 
persons report on her husband Tuesday 
night after she returned home from

husband 
unaccountably absent. She told police it 
was not like her husband to leave 
without telling members of the family 
where he was going and not like his 
lifestyle to be absent from the home 
without communicating in some way. 
Police began to be suspicious of young 
Etheridge Wednesday 
morning and 
never abandoned that feeling until the 
youngster finally made the admission 
Friday afternoon. 
What caused officers to be suspicious? 
“ 1 hate to use the word,” Det. Ramos 


said, “ but it was a hunch, call it that.” 
Etheridge was reportedly active in 
Little League and Babe Ruth baseball 
activities, because of the involvement of 
his son. Young Etheridge was a member 
of the Lompoc High School baseball 
team last year until he left for reasons 
that were not immediately clear. 
Etheridge was a retired operating 
engineer and had lived in Lompoc for 
the past 18 years.

Sweeping pension reform bill 
signed into law by President 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - President 
Ford signed a sweeping pension reform 
law today, setting up the first federal 
machinery to guarantee the rights of 
more than 30 million workers enrolled in 
private retirement plans. 


Standing in the Rose Garden amid 
sunshine and flowers, Ford signed the 
four-inch thick document in front of 
congressional, 
business 
and 
labor 
leaders 


“ This is really an historic Labor 
Day," said Ford 
“ This legislation will alleviate the 
fears and anxieties of people in the 
production lines in that they know their 
pension rights will be protected. 
“ It certainly will give those 30-plus 
million workers a greater degree of 
certainty as they face the future.’’. 


The President interrupted his holiday 
weekend stay at Camp David, Md., to 
preside over the signing ceremony in the 
White House Rose Garden. Among the 
194 invited guests for the Labor Day 
signing were members of Congress who 
helped push through the legislation, 
along with top business, government and 
labor union officials. 
In a prepared statement, Ford said: 


“ Today with great pleasure, 1 am 
signing into law a landmark measure 
that may finally give the American 
worker solid protection in his pension 
plan. 
“ It is certainly appropriate that this 
law be signed on Labor Day, since this 
act marks a brighter future for almost 
all the men and women of our labor 
force."

As bailiff, Livingston is the 
person who opens court by

Before court be can be found 
answering questions of people 
who anxiously wait their turn 
to stand before the judge s 
bench.

Grange has history of 107 years

The Grange to some, is merely a 
footnote in a history book But it i- 
still active more than 100 years 
after its inception. 
Started in the Reconstruction era 
the Patrons of Husbandry, as the 
Grange is also known, has grown to 
over 6,000 chapters and almost four 
million members nationally. 
In June of 
1937 the 
Lompoc 
Grange 
was 
started 
with 
20 
members. Since then the size of the 
local chapter has jumped to 360, 
with 25 per cent under the age of 21. 
George Burroughs is in charge of 
the Lompoc chapter and holds the 
tiUe of master. 
He has been a member of the 
Grange for 20 years and master for 
the last seven. 
Burroughs claims the Grange has 
lasted because of emphasis put on 
the strength of the family and the 
equal treatitient of women. As for 
the 
latter, 
the 
Patrons 
of 
H usbandry 
w as 
the 
fir s t 
organization in the country to take a 
stand on the equal rights issue. 
This resolution, passed at the 1885 
National 
Grange 
convention, 
explains the group’s view 
“ Resolved . . . the Patrons of 
Husbandry recognizes the equality 
of the two sexes. We are therefore 
prepared to hail with delight any 
advancement in the legal status of 
woman, which may give her the full 
right of the ballot box and an equal 
condition of citizenship.” 
Burroughs points out that this 
sense of equality also reaches to 
children 
in the family 
Grange 
youths are urged to join the Junior 
Grange and learn about agriculture 
in the United States. 
After 100 years, the Patrons of 
Husbandry 
is 
an 
established 
institution in this country 
But it 


wasn’t 
an easy 
start 
for 
the 
Grangers. 
Founded in 1867 by Oliver Hudson 
Kelley and six other men, the 
Grange grew out of discontent with 
uncontrolled railroad rates, high 
interest 
rates 
at 
banks 
and 
pressures from monopolies on the 
small farmer. 
Farmers needed an organization 
that would help lobby legislators to 
bring about reform favorable to the 
independent farmer — rather than 
the 
monopolies 
and 
railroad 
companies 
that 
controlled 
the 
transportation and distribution of 
the farmer's products. 
The Grange supported and fought 
for bills such as the Interstate 
Commerce 
Act, 
the 
Sherman 
Antitrust Act and the Federal Farm 
Loan 
Act. 
The 
Patrons 
of 
Husbandry also led the fight for 
cabinet 
status 
for 
the 
U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
T he 
G r a n g e 
is 
non- 
denominational 
and 
non partisan 
but 
borrows heavily 
from 
the 
ritualism of the Masons Members

Three men and a woman will 
study atmospheric pollution for 
the government next month 
from a unique vantage point, a 
70-foot 
plastic 
helium filled 
balloon 
The crewmembers of “ Pro­ 
ject daVinci“ will float over 
New Mexico and into Texas at 
between 4,000 and 14,000 feet 
for one and a half days to study 
the layer of air most critical to 
human 
activities, 
including 
weather and pollution. 
Tbe flight is sponsored by the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
the 
Army's 
Atmospheric 
Sciences Laboratory and the 
National Geographic Society. 
The crew is scheduled to launch 
from Las Cruces, N.M., drift 
over 
Carlsbad 
and 
Clovis, 
N.M., and land near Lubbock, 
Tex., Oct. 13. 
The 70-foot polyethylene bal­ 
loon will carry an open, two- 
deck, 10-foot square fiberglass 
and alumiinum gondola loaded 
with 28 scientific instruments 
for 19 experiments.

Craig, 
veteran 
balloonist and civilian test pilot 
for the Navy at China Lake, 


Calif., will pilot the craft The 
copilot 
is Vera Simons, 
a 
research pilot who initiated the 
p r o j e c t .

Hurricane Carmen heads 
for Yucatan Peninsula 


MIAMI (UPI) - Hurricane 
Carmen, 
“ extremely 
dan 
gerous 
with wind gusts to 175 
miles per hour, headed toward 
the Yucatan Peninsula near 
Belize, formerly British Hon 
duras, early today Forecasters 
compared it to a 1961 storm 
that all but leveled Belize City. 
Forecaster Gil Clark at the 
National Hurricane Center in 
Miami said Sunday Carmen 
was

but 
extremely 
intense ' 
He said Carmen's 
winds had increased from 125 
to 150 m p h — 175 m p h in 
gusts 
“ This is an extremely dan 
gerous storm and compares 
with Hattie of 1961,” Clark 
said. 
Hurricane Hattie struck Bel­ 
ize in late October, 1961, killing 
275 persons and destroying or 
severely damaging 75 per cent 
of its buildings. As a result of 
Hattie, the capital was relocat­ 
ed farther inland. 
At 3 a m. EDT, the center of 
Carmen was located about 80 
miles east-northeast of Belize 
City, moving just north of due 
west at 10-12 m p h.

U.S. back in 
world swim 
spotlight 


CONCORD, Calif (U P h - Everyone 
can start breathing again The United 
States has regained its place as the 
world’s leading swimming nation. 
If there were any detractors in the 
house, a new wave of youngsters led by 
five Californians helped rout East Ger­ 
many’s powerful team in a big dual 
meet during the weekend and today 
America rules the roost once again 
The East Germans had come to 
Concord last week boasting 12 world 
record holders and the trumpets were 
being sounded around the world that the 
U.S. would fall from the pinnacle it had 
reached in the 1960 Olympics and had 
held ever since. 
It never came to pass and by the time 
young Californians like Tim Shaw of 
Long Beach, John Hencken of Santa 
Clara, John Naber of Menlo Park, Steve 
Furrnss of Long Beach and Shirley 
Babashoff of Mission Viejo got through 
putting on an encouraging show, the U.S. 
bad beaten East Germany by S3 points, 
196-145. 
With Shaw winning three freestyle 
events, 
Hencken two breaststrokes. 
Naber two backstrokes, Fumiss two 
individual medleys and Miss Babashoff 
two freestyles, everyone was willing to 
concede that maybe the East Germans 
weren't as strong as everyone had 
thought or that the U.S. had made a big 
comeback since the 1972 Olympics and 
the 1973 World Championships. 
Shaw, who had set three world records 
and one American mark in the national 
championships the week before, didn t 
set any marks this time but be didn t 
have to. The American men simply were 
too 
strong for the 
East Germans, 
winning all 15 individual events and 
scoring 119 points out of a possible 128 
Hencken set two world records, taking 
the 100 meter breaststroke mark to 
1:03.88 and the 200 meter mark to 
2:18 21, while Furniss tied the world 
mark of 2:06 32 in winning the 200 meter 
IM after an easy victory in the 400 1M 
Naber was another who didn't set any 
records but be ended one of the longest 
winning streaks in swimming history 
when he not once but twice beat world 
record holder Roland Matthes in the 
backstroke. Matthes hadn t lost a race 
since 1967 but he was soundly beaten by 
Naber and had no excuses 
Miss Babashoff with two and Jo 
Harsbarger of Bellevue, Wash , with a 
win in the 800 meter freestyle, scored 
the only victories for the American girls 
but there were enough other strong 
performances throughout the girls team 
to scare the East Germans, who hung on 
for an 84-79 victory.

And because he 
was getting that much, the New York Y ank ees quickly dupli­ 
cated it with J o e DiMaggio. After which the St. Louis C ar­ 
dinals elevated Stan Musial to six figures. But W illiam s him­ 
self says Bob Feller was probably the first player to total 
$100,000 for one season because he had a special attendance 
percentage deal with Bill V eeck in Cleveland. B abe Ruth, 
with an $80,000 high, was still the first athlete to exceed the 
salary of the U.S. president (then $75,000). 
Q I read that a world record holder pole vaulter got hurt 
on a tram poline and is paralyzed from the neck down. 
Could you describe this accident? We have a tram p and 
many children are getting them. Your inform ation may 
prevent an accident. - E .J. Jones. Madera, Calif. 
Back in 1963, Brian Sternberg of the University of W ash­ 
ington, working on a tram poline to help prepare him self for 
the 64 Olympics, missed the trampoline com ing out of a 
tw ist, and landed on the hard floor, fracturing his spine and 
ending up paralyzed. It was a freak accident, but tra m ­ 
polines should not be used without strict supervision and 
spotters stationed around the tram p to prevent or buffer a 
fall. Vaulters still work out on the tramp, though many have 
switched to horizontal or high bar exercises. 
Q. An answer in a recent column you wrote was wrong. If 
a ball is batted legally and hits foul between home and third 
base and rolls back into fair territory, before it reaches the 
bag, it is a fair ball. Of course! Why don’t you get on the 
stick?

I’m impaled. The acuity of reader Volkerding was shared 
by quite a few others.

Reggie Jackson and Bobby 
Bonds? - Scooter W ysinger, Oakland, Calif. 
No contest. The late Roberto Clemente had 269 assists from 
the outfield in his long career, leading the National League 
five times. In their parallel six-season careers, going into 74, 
Jackson threw out 61 runners, Bonds headed off 59. 
Q. How soon do you think a World Football League team 
w ill be able to com pete respectably against an N FL team? 
— Jim K rieger, Portland, Ore. 
Maybe, in one or two isolated instances, as soon as next 
year. I,ike take the Memphis Southmen and give them 
Csonka, Kiick and Warfield in '75, with possibly A rchie M an­ 
ning at quarterback, and they’d be close to even money 
against Houston or San Diego. What people forget is that 
even in the early days of the A FL, the San Diego C hargers or 
the Buffalo Bills of the early ’60s wouldn’t have disgraced 
themselves on any field. 
Q. 1 read and hear each day how Jorge Ahumada was rob­ 
bed in Albuquerque when he was awarded a draw against 
Bob Foster. Isn’t it true that the referee, an Albuquerque 
resident, gave the fight to Ahumada by quite a m argin? By 
the way, who was the referee? I don’t rem em ber seeing a 
better one. — Dan Dalton, Irvine, Calif. 
The referee was Jim Cleary, a transplant to Albuquerque 
because of the clim ate (emphysema in his family), and his 
margin for the Argentine challenger was only a couple of 
points Quirky fact about Cleary is that he was also the re fe r­ 
ee in the only fight the late Rocky M arciano lost in his life — 
a Golden Gloves encounter with Coley W allace. Cleary, now 
a clothing salesman, has refereed Golden Gloves bouts for 36 
years. 
Q. For myself and many others who have becom e more 
interested in tennis these days, could you explain the term s 
"seeded” and "unseeded”? — Leo Carnell, Oakland, Calif. 
Seeding is the arbitrary rating of players before a tourna­ 
ment so that in the early competition the top-ranked players 
won’t meet each other and take much of the suspense from 
the tournament.

What's the secret of hitting a good overhead smash? 


ROD. As in all tennis shots, there 
are no secrets to hitting a good 
overhand It's simply a matter of 
learning how to do it and then 
practicing 
it. The reason most 
club players don't have better 
overheads is that they don't spend 
enough time practicing it. 
ROY. I couldn’t agree more And 
the real key to the stroke is g et­ 
ting under it early with the racket 
head all the way back, as if you 
were getting set to serve 
With 
your free arm you should be fol­ 
lowing the arc of the ball, as if you 
were firing an anti-aircraft gun at a 
jet. And you want to meet the ball 
at about the same distance in front 
of you as you would hit a serve 
ROD. And you don't have to kill 
the ball. You want to be a g ­ 
gressive on the overhead, but you 
don't want to overhit The timing is 
everything Timing and placement 
If you can place your overhead on 
either side of the court, the way

Heavy thinking about the economy is 
probably the last thing most Americans 
will want to indulge in as they enjoy this 
holiday. 
Price increases, the skyrocketing cost of 
food, taxes, lagging stock market — all 
these are worries we would like to forget, 
if only for one day. 
But the name of the day is, after all, 
Labor Day, and though it was originally 
set 
aside 
to 
honor 
the 
blue-collar 
workingman, it is upon the labor of all of 
us that the strength and health of the 
economy are based, whether we work in 
shop or office or on the land. 
The problems and needs of “labor” are 
thus the problems and needs of the whole 
nation. 
While we are not, fortunately, involved 
at the moment 
in widespread labor- 
management discord, it is not for lack of 
grievances. Labor has made it plain that it 
feels the workingman suffers most from 
accelerating inflation and was helped least 
by 
the 
previous 
adm inistration’s 
halfhearted measures to control same. It 
has given fair notice of intention to press 
for early adjustment. 
Management can respond by either 
granting unusually large wage increases to 
preserve industrial peace or by resisting 
and thereby courting work stoppages. 
Either way, we stand to lose. The first 
response would further fuel inflation, the 


second 
would 
further 
hobble already 
limping production. 
Does this mean, then, that at such a time 
of economic imbalance free bargaining 
between employe and employer no longer 
suffices? Should the government take a 
more active role? Do we need something 
like 
a 
Court 
of 
Labor-Management 
Relations whose decision in each dispute 
would be binding on all parties? 
There are those who argue strongly that 
governm ent 
should 
avoid 
d irect 
involvem ent 
in 
labor-m anagem ent 
relationships. Yet it must be accepted that 
today, labor-management settlements can 
not be made in isolation from the rest of 
the economy. It is only government whose 
responsibilities and powers encompass the 
entire economy. And it is government 
whose policies have the greatest impact on 
that economy. 
It is one thing when government speeds 
up a lagging economy through deficit 
spending, as it has demonstrated it can do 
quite handily. 
But when that speed becomes too great, 
when 
prices soar and buying power 
shrinks, can government stand aside and 
let economic nature take its course? It is a 
question that must be answered. 
It is not only encouraging that President 
Ford has given the economy priority in the 
attention of his administration. 
It is 
essential.

Ford and conservatism 


In a way, Gerald Ford is already old 
hat That u a compliment, by the way. 
He wears the presidency with a mild 
mannered conviction that is altogether 
reassuring It is not as though Douglas 
MacArthur had been elected president, 
or Charles de Gaulle, and, accordingly, 
there are no expectations of majestic 
proportions, so that, as they would put it 
on Wall Street, any sense of psychic let­ 
down has been discounted. 
He 
is 
b e in g 
carefully 
observed, 
needless to say, for 
evidence of where he 
stands on issues that 
divide 
the 
country 
id eologically. 
His 
background 
is 
non- 
doctrinaire conserva­ 
tive, but his most con­ 
spicuous 
overtures 
have been doctrinaire 
liberal He seized on 
amnesty, women's rights, a cuddle with 
George Meany, a soul meeting with the 
Black Caucus, to show that he is 
President of All The People 
Such 
gestures are to be expected, and tell us 
not very much. His selection of Nelson 
Rockefeller was, 
in my 
judgment, 
primarily a gesture intended to restore 
a sense of stability, Rockefeller being 
one of the accepted patriarchs of the 
independent 
voter 
We 
are 
left 
wondering where be will go from here 
And left wondering, also, just where 
the conservative community would like 
to see him go from here. 
It is not widely realized how deeply 
Richard Nixon confounded the usual 
categories. There are a few indisputably 
"conservative“ positions that evolved in 
the last couple of generations We have 
believed m, loosely defined, a balanced 
budget. Nixon spent $70 billion dollars 
more than he took in. We have believed 
in letting the private sector do it if it 
can. Nixon hugely increased federal 
subsidies to schools, and paved the way 
for what is now absolutely certain to 
come, namely a federally organized 
national health and medical plan. We 
have believed in cutting the gross size of 
the 
public 
spending, 
and 
Nixon 
increased the social budget 120 per cent. 
In 
foreign 
affairs, 
there 
w ere 
complementary developments. 
But there is one summary dating back 
to 1971. “ In three years, Mr. Nixon has 
transform ed 
the 
p olitical 
and 
ideological landscape. He has imposed 
wage 
and 
price 
controls. 
He 
has 
espoused the Keynesian doctrine of 
government 
spending and 
has 
had 
successive 
budget 
deficits 
totalling 
nearly $100 billion. He has proposed 
welfare reform to establish a minimum 
guaranteed income. In foreign affairs, 
old 
shibboleths 
have 
also 
fallen. 
Nationalist China is no longer iji the 
United 
Nations. 
D i s a r m a m e n t 
negotiations 
with 
Russia 
are 
far 
a d v a n c e d . 
A f t e r 
t h e

record,

candidates can no longer inveigh against 
big 
government, 
budget 
deficits, 
government 
subsidies 
or 
federal 
regulation of the economy " 
That was an editorial in the New York 
Times, in the fall of 1971, and in reaction 
to it 1 published a book and called it 
“Inveighing We Will Go.“ 


The point to bear in mind at this 
juncture is that viewed historically, 
there were two phenomena that shielded 
Nixon from conservative criticism over 
a huge period of time - 1971 to 1974 The 
first was the looming shadow of left 
extremism, a shadow that reified in 
George McGovern, nominated for the 
presidency in 1972. After McGovern s 
defeat 
we 
were catapulted 
almost 
immediately into the age of Watergate, 
and the conservative instinct was to 
defend Mr. Nixon because the people 
who were leading the attack against him 
were from the other side 


Will the conservatives, Nixon having 
disappeared, now be able to regroup? 
One would think that objective historical 
circumstances 
would 
suggest 
the 


wisdom of a return to conservative 
axioms. At home we face the worst 
peacetime inflation in history Last year 
the net economic gain for the individual 
working 
man 
was 
— 
negative. 
Unemployment is rising. 
Abroad, 
we 
have 
lost 
strategic 
military superiority, and the question 
now arises whether we have lost control 
of the Mediterranean, which was as safe 
for the west, traditionally, as Lake Erie. 
The Persian Gulf states have perfected 
a form of economic blackmail that 
claims, as a purely incidental victim, 
Pan American Airlines, the premier 
United States carrier. In Indochina the 
victory is going to the Communists. 
NATO 
has 
degenerated 
into 
an 
administrative fiction, convenient for 
internecine 
quarrels 
between 
its 
members. 
The time has come to press on Mr. 
Ford the relevance of the conservative 
vision This requires the restoration of 
conservative morale And the dawning 
recognition that Mr Nixon s damage to 
conservative principles bas been the 
major cover-up of the age.

His “liberal” reputation in education, 
pollution abatement and aid for the poor 
will be a major asset when he and 
President Ford slash federal domestic 
spending, take hard looks at the way this

concurrently push for strong national 
defenses, matters on which the two are 
in close agreement.
